The building is open to the public and more than 20,000 
visitors tour the building each year. Due to the age and usage, repairs and restoration are needed for each floor of the building. In addition, work to restore the building to its original historical look is desired. 
Specific projects would include a historical study of the building, plaster repair, painting, wood restoration, cleaning and restoration of the original tile mosaic floors, electrical upgrades, and other safety and
